*', Nov. 3.—The Japanese lega- 


tion has this dispatch, dated at Tokio, 
Friday: 


"The first army, under the command 


of Marshal Yamagata, has got posses- 
sion of Fong-Fang-Chen and has de- 
feated the Chinese, who are flying to- 
ward Natien-Ling. The second army, 
under Marshal Oyama, is attacking 
Kin-Chow. Both Talien-Wan and Porl 
Arthur are in a critical condition," 


The Central News learns that the 


capture of Fong-Fang-Chen leaves the 
road to Moukden clear for the Japanese. 
Marshal Yamagata is expected to be 
within striking distance of Moukden 
on November 10. It is believed that 
the city is held by a very large but un- 
trained and poorly equipped force. 


YOKOHOMA, Nov. 3.—The Japanese 


have captured Port Arthur. 
Early 


Friday morning it was rumored here 
that the investment of Port Arthur by 
the Japanese forces had been complet- 
ed by land and by sea and that the for- 
ward movement of both the Japanese 
armies in the direction of Moukden 
was being rapidly pushed. Japan will 
seize the warships now in port, and, 
moreover, can if she chooses dock her 
own injured craft on the enemy's 
plant. Wai-Hai-Wei, on the opposite 
side of the roads, will also doubtless 
fall into the hands of the Japs. Of 
course the vast supplies at both ports 
will be seized by the victors.

SEVERAL MEN SCALDED. 


A Steam J'Ipe Hurst* »t the Kdlson Electric 


Works, Cincinnati—On« Fireman Believed 
to Have Been Fatally Injured, 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 3.—A number of 


firemen were in the vicinity of the 
boilers of the Edison Electric Light Co. 
at a few minutes before 6 o'clock Fri- 
day evening, when, without a mo- 
ment's warning, the large tube burst

ment steam began to hiss through the 
cellar, encompassing everything in its 
stinging, burning clutches. The men 
made frantic efforts to get out of the 
place, but before they could do so sev- 
eral of them were overcome. The po- 
lice were notified and patrols 1 and 2 
hurried to the place, but could do no 
good until all the steam had escaped 
from the boiler.

went down stairs and found that the 
steam was rapidly forming water and 
filling the place to the depth of several 
inches.

Our corn, Indian 
corn; was probably unknown in Pal- 
estine. "On the Sabbath day."

were doubtless on their way to or 
from the morning service in the syn- 
agogue, for His disciples were an hun- 
gered (Matt.), The rabbinical law al- 
lowed no eating on the Sabbath, ex- 
cept in case of sickness, prior to the 
morning prayers of the synagogue. A 
similar'canon in the ritualistic churches 
of to-day forbids breaking- the fast be- 
fore partaking of the communion.—Ab- 
bot. 
"Began, as they went, to pluck 


the ears of corn." Luke adds: 
"Rub- 


bing them in their hands," in order to 
separate the kernel from the clmff. 
There was no road with fences, but a 
mere path through the fields of stand- 
ing grain, so that they did not have to 
g-o out of their way. 


We see Jesus walking along by the 


margins of extensive stretches of stand- 
ing grain. These stretches, spreading 
far and wide over the plain of Genesa- 
roth, come down, on either side, close 
to the path on which our Lord was 
walking. His disciples are with Him, 
and a group of others, inclusive of a 
band of disputatious and censorious 
Pharisees. They are on their way to 
or from some adjoining sj'nag-ogne. 
Conversation and lively disputation g-o 
on all along the way. 
At a certain 


point the Lord's disciples "began to 
advance. They began to go ahead of 
our Lord, plucking the corn as they 
went."—Morison.
